Germans Are Pushed Across 


the Lipa River.

COUNTER £ ATTACKS

Begin a General Retreat a * Russians 


Strike Q uick and Hard Along Entire 


Eaetern Front. 


Pfctrugrad, July 19.—A Russian vie 
tory over Teutonic forces in Southern 
Yolhyuia has resulted in their being 
driven across the River Lipa aud he 
yond that stream, say* a war office 
statem ent. 
Indications are, the statem ents adds, 
that the retreat was effected in great 
est disorder. 
In he Riga district efforts by 
the 
Germans to ietake positions they had 
lost were unsuccessful. 
The official 
statem ent says: 
“ In the Riga region there was an 
artillery duel. 
Tile Germans at many 
places attem pted unsuccessfully to re 
capture lost trenches. 
“As the result of the latest skilful 
operations of General Sakaroff’s troops 
in Vollivilla we gained a victory on 
July Iii which brought us 13,UDO pris 
oners and enabled us to sweep 
the 
enemy completely from the left bank 
of the lower Lipa, driving him to Kra 
Buff, and beyond the river. 
Judging 
by the abundance of war material the 
enemy abandoned he retreated in great 
disorder.

bank of the Lipa.” 


T eu to ns Laying W aste to Country.

The German and Austro-Hungarian 
troops are laying waste the country 
aud burning villages a* they fall back. 
Cossacks are leading the advance 
of the Russian 
troops through 
the 
southern ranges of the Carpathian 
mountains. 
Northwest of Kliupolung 
Pass, in southern Dukowina, Russian 
cavalry is advancing along the road 
from Kirlibaba to M aramaros Sziget, 
according to a pre^s despatch. This in 
tormation indicates that the Russians 
have advanced fifty miles 
since the 
capture of Radautre, pushing past the 
formidable 
mountain barriers 
which 
had been fortified by the Austrians. 
(Mu! mal us Sziget is the capital of 
the Hun ga ria ii province of Maruiuoros. 
It lies on the Ttiiess river, at the west 
em foot of the C arpathian mountains 
and 215 miles east of Budapest.) 
The latest great Russian 
advance 
was won through intense artillery pre­ 
paration. followed by quick, powerful 
thrusts at points 
previously 
tested 
and found to he insufficiently strong to 
withstand any great pressure. 
The victory again 
illustiates 
the 
power of the Russian thrusts, the abil­ 
ity of the czar's comm anders to strike
